Two shuttle sites reportedly OK'd

President Carter has apparently 
decided to scrap one space shuttle or- 
biter but has approved both launch sites, 
according to Congressman Robert 
Lagomarsino’s office. 
Scott Jackson, in the congressman’s 
Washington 
D.C. headquarters, today 
said they could not confirm the action, 
but government officials had indicated 
the President decided yesterday to 
mothball the structural test article. 
Housed in Rockwell International 
facilities in Palmdale, Ca., the STA was 
used for orbiter simulation tests. 
Because of its close similarity to an ac­ 
tual orbiter, NASA had planned to refur­ 
bish it into an orbiter at a hefty savings. 
Washington is wrestling with 1978-79 
budget requests, and Jackson said the 
President apparently reached his deci­ 
sion after a meeting probably with of­ 


ficials from the Office of Management 
and Budget and NASA. 
Washington 
protocol forbids discussing budget 
proposals before the President presents 
his fiscal package to Congress in late 
January. 
Jackson said there was no indication of 
savings involved in the minor cutback or 
estimates of what impact it might have 
on Vandenberg AFB shuttle activity. 
However, the executive nod for two 
launch sites means Vandenberg still 
should be in the thick of the shuttle 
program and sources concur the base 
still is scheduled for roughtly a third of 
all launches. 
NASA has designed the shuttle 
program around five orbiters and two 
launch sites — Vandenberg and Kennedy 
Space Center in Florida. 
‘‘Our estimate all along,” said NASA 
spokesman Bill O’Donnell today, ‘‘is that 
we would need five orbiters. Anything 
else would be less cost effective. 


‘‘With less than five orbiters,” con­ 
tinued O’Donnell from N A SA ’s 
Washington office, ‘‘we would still have 
to maintain capability to launch expen­ 
dable launch vehicles and crews. That 
would run into more money because we 
would need two types of programs.” 


The space shuttle orbiters would 
pioneer reusable boosters allowing space 
shipments at a fraction of the cost of 
payloads sent up in expendable launch 
vehicles. 


The latest development comes on the 
heals of a report last week that the 
President was considering axing two or­ 
biters and the Vandenberg launch site. 
A story out of Florida Thursday listed 
White House and NASA sources as con­ 
firming Carter was considering the es­ 
timated $1.5 billion cutback. The two or­ 
biters would cost about $866 million to 
build plus between $600 and $700 million 
to equip Vandenberg with shuttle launch 


capabilities. 
Vandenberg was selected for the shut­ 
tle program primarily because polar or­ 
bits easily can be launched from the base 
without having to fly over populated land 
masses. 
In addition, the Department of 
Defense has a keen interest in polar or­ 
bits for the majority of its tentative 
payloads destined for the shuttle. No sur­ 
prise, Vandenberg is scheduled to launch 
the bulk of DoD payloads, estimated to 
comprise about a third of all shuttle 
payloads 
Furthers, this has been called the 
crucial year for DoD funding for the 
shuttle, if Carter should fund almost $500 
million for Vandenberg construction 
scheduled to begin in 1979, it could be 
embarrassing to cancel the West Coach 
launch facilities in subsequent years. 
“The 1979 fiscal year budget is really 
the leading edge for the program," said 
Capt. John Lawrence, spokesman for the 


Vandenberg Space and Missile Test 
Center, ‘‘because that’s the first point 
where money to be used here will be con­ 
sidered by the President or Congress.” 
Lawrence called it “ a rather signifi­ 
cant commitment” which included the 
‘‘most significant elements of the 
package.” Those elements, Lawrence 
explained, would be appropriations for 
lengthening the airfield to allow orbiter 
landings, the mate-demate facility, the 
two route, Space Launch Complex 6 
modifications and launch control center 
modifications. 
The Florida story claimed OMB was 
leaning on the DoD for spending $30 
million on studies of designing the shut­ 
tle facilities at Vandenberg. Also the 
report said OMB wanted to know how the 
DoD planned to finance its large involve­ 
ment — estimated as high as 40 percent, 
or the equivalent of the exclusive use of 
two orbiters — in the shuttle program. 
Lawrence, however, supported the $30 


million studies, claiming they revealed 
$200 million could be saved in unneces­ 
sary duplication of elaborate Kennedy 
Space Center facilities. 
Instead, the 
studies indicated existing Vandenberg 
launch facilities could be modified. 
To further complicate the shuttle 
situation, NASA recently asked that $100 
million of $125 million in fiscal 1978 funds 
by transferred to shuttle development 
from shuttle production. The move ap­ 
parently can be done with or without con­ 
gressional approval, but has drawn the 
ire of several Washington legislators. 
NASA asked for the line-item transfer 
because of anticipated delays resulting 
from engine test problems and discovery 
that the orbiter frame has to be 
strengthened. 
Any Carter action at this point is unof­ 
ficial. 
If it should become official as 
part of the overall Carter budget 
proposal in late January, it would still be 
subject to Congressional approval.

McBride, 21, for questioning in the stabb­ 
ing death of his wife, 17-year-old Kerry 
Robin McBride, whose body was found in 
their home at 125 South K Street 
Mrs. McBride’s partially clothed body 
was found Monday in the bedroom of the 
couple’s home, by Katherine Renee 
Pollock, 18, of 120*^ South L Street. 
Pollock is the victim’s sister. 
Death came from a single stab wound 
in the left lung, according to the Santa 
Barbara County Coroner’s office. Time 
and day of death have not been es­ 
tablished 
Police pieced toegether these bits and 
pieces of information in an effort to 
reconstruct events surrounding the 
death 


Edward McBride, father of the vic­ 
tim’s husband, and a resident of 1696 
Calle Nueve. Mission Hills, called Lom­ 
poc Police Department at l:20p.m Mon­ 
day to report ‘‘two missing adults.” 


Later information indicated that neither 
Michael, who works at Rupp appliance 
shop, nor his wife, Kerry, who worked at 
a local restaurant, had reported for 
work Monday morning. 
It was also learned that the McBride 
couple took their two-vear-old child, 
to stay with the elder McBrides in Mis­ 
sion Hills Saturday. 
Pollock reportedly went to her sister’s 
home at 4:55 p m. Monday and when she 
got no response at the front door, walked 
around and crawled through a rear win­ 
dow and found the body. 
Police Chief J D Smith said there was 
some evidence of spattered blood in the 
home, leading to the conclusion that the 
woman was murdered there. Smith said 
there was some evidence to indicate that 
the couple had been having marital dif­ 
ficulties 
McBride, the husband, is five-feet, 
four inches tall, of stocky build, has 
black, shoulder length hair and has a 
tattoo of a dancing girl on his upper left 
arm

Conjunctive 
water study 
checked by coastal panel end proposed 
82 potential LNG sites

No less than 82 potential sites for a 
liquefied natural gas terminal will be ex­ 
amined by the California Coastal Com­ 
mission before it makes a final ranking 
which must include Point Conception 
A report from coastal commission Ex­ 
ecutive Director Joseph Bodovitz notes 
18 sites were nominated before the Dec 
1 deadline and the commission staff used 
existing LNG terminal siting studies to 
identify 64 more possible locations. 


Under the LNG Terminal Act of 1977 - 
SB 1081 — the commission in required to 
"identify, evaluate and rank” onshore 
sites for an LNG terminal 
The guidelines of the law stipulate the 


commission shall make a preliminary 
ranking Feb 1 and submit its final rank­ 
ing May 31 to the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission 
The PUC then has a month to weigh 
costs and urgency before it must issue a 
permit July 31 for the state's first LNG 
port 
The PUC is mandated by SB 1081 to is­ 
sue a permit to the coastal commission’s 
top ranked site — unless — the PUC 
deems a port could not be constructed at 
the given site in time to ward off a 
predicted natural gas shortage in 
California in the early 1980s 
The commission staff has indicated it 
w ill submit between five and 10 
preliminary sites to the PUC based on 
five major determinants 


Restaurant permit granted 
despite couples' protests

Lompoc Planning Commission Monday 
granted a conditional use permit for a 
west Lompoc restaurant to serve beer 
and wine—over the objections of two 
couples who live across the street from 
the site 
The commission voted 5-0 in favor of 
granting the permit on the motion of 
commission chairman William Fick and 
the second of William Paulin Fick made 
his motion after learning that the 
Tradewinds Restaurant at 1509 W Ocean 
Way, met offstreet parking require­ 
ments and that the proprietor had agreed 
to limit the serving of the beverages to a 
period from 5 to 10 p.m. each day. The 
proprietor Doris Williamson also noted 
that the beer and wine would be served 
only in the restaurant’s dining room and 
not in the coffee shop 


Opposition to the request came from 
Edwin D Williams and his wife, Ruby, 
of 101 North W Street, and Walter and 
Agnes Vaughan, of 109 North W Street. 
Both homes are across the street from 
the restaurant. 
The Williams couple argued that the 
serving of alcoholic beverages in the 
restaurant would pose a hazard for 
children who passed the restuarant on 
their way to and from school 
The Vaughan couple argued that 
restaurant patrons were already parking 
on W Street near their homes rather than 
in the restaurant parking lot. 
Assistant city planner David E Miller, 
recommended that the commission’s ap­ 
proval be tied to four conditions in­ 
cluding the installation of directional 
signs that would encourage diners to 
park in the restaurant lot and not on the 
street. 


The listed criteria are population den­ 
sity, seismic safety, maritime condi­ 
tions. land and water site characteristics 
and coastal resources protected under 
the California Coastal Act of 1976 
Suggested sites on the Central Coast 
include four Guadalupe Dunes locations 
and single sites at Point Sal, Vandenberg 
AFB. Point Arguello, Point Government, 
Point Conception, Drake, Gaviota and 
Tajiguas. 
Of the proposed 82 sites, 28 are in San 
Francisco Bay 
The majority of the 
sites. 47 are north of Moss Landing near 
Monterey Bay This is in stark contrast 
to known weather conditions which 
worsen the further north sites are con­ 
sidered 
The report notes, however, ‘‘if enough 
money is spent, almost any site can be 
made to accommodate an LNG ter­ 
minal.” 
With the exception of population den­ 
sity and seismic safety, the report states 
it is unlikely the commission staff will 
recommend any site be eliminated solely 
on one criterion 
Although the LNG Terminal Act 
grants eminent domain powers, the 
report says the commission staff, “ will 
NOT recommend highly any area that 
could be made suitable only be 
relocating large numbers of persons ” 
This appears to eliminate the bulk of 
proposed sites including the 28 in the Bay 
Area. 
There are no federal or state 
earthquake guidelines, notes the six- 
page report, but commission staff favors 
requirements “ similar to those of the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission ” The 
NRC finds sites within five miles of a 
surface capable fault greater than 1,000 
feet long as “ generally not suitable.” 
“ A literature review will be made,” 
continues the report, “ but time and the 
number of nominated sites will not per­ 
mit trenching and boring to look beneath 
the surface or offshore for unknown 
faults.”

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, Monday voted to 
ask the county water agency to end the 
controversial conjunctive use study. 
But the action was not as clear cut as 
that The directors pegged their request 
to concurrence of a special five-member 
special committee on conjunctive use 
that is scheduled to meet at 4 p.m. today 
in Santa Barbara 
In the verbal bill of particulars handed 
legal counsel Stanley C. Hatch Monday 
at the water district board's meeting in 
Santa Ynez. the directors concluded that 
previous studies showed conjunctive use 
was not a viable alternative source of 
supplemental water 
Specifically, the directors said the es­ 
timated 5,000 acre feet of water that 
might be realized by the conjunctive 
use concept—operating the county’s 
groundwater basins together or 
conjunctively—would raise th» cost of 
the extra water to equal or greater price 
than has been estimated for state water. 
At the same time, the directors declared 
that the conjunctive use concept would 
pose severe water quality problems for 
the Lompoc area 
The directors—pending concurrence 
by the special committee—asked the 
water agency to cancel plans to proceed 
into Phase B of the conjunctive use 
study, because the funding of Phase B is 
tantamount, in their minds, to im­ 
plementation of conjunctive use 
Hatch, who is a member of the special 
committee on conjunctive use will con­ 
fer with Boyd Bettencourt following 
today's meeting and before the writing 
of the letter Bettencourt is secretary of 
the water district 
In other discussions it was noted that a 
personnel committee of the Water 
Purveyor’s Council, has recommended 
the hiring of former county public works 
director Norm Caldw ell as “ ad­ 
ministrator” 


CAIRO. Egypt (UPI) — A blue and 
white Israeli E l A1 airliner with the word 
“ peace” emblazoned on its nose in both 
Hebrew and Arabic landed today at 
Cairo airport with an Israeli delegation 
for historic face to face negotiations with 
Egypt on peace in the Middle East 
The formal talks begin Wednesday in 
Mena House on the outskirts of Cairo in 
the shadow of the great pyramid of 
Cheops and guarded by the Sphinx. The 
Egyptians had planned to install a kosher 
kitchen but decided instead to fly in 
kosher food by Austrian airlines 
“ We carry the torch of freedom and of 
peace,” the chief Israeli delegate, 
Eliahu Ben-Elissar, said before leaving 
Tel Aviv. He promised to work to 
prepare the ground for future talks with 
other Arab states and to elevate the talks 
to ministerial level. 
Ben-Elissar, 
director-general of 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin’s office, 
met immediately with the Egyptians for 
informal talks about the agenda for the 
conference at the Mena House hotel 
where Franklin D Roosevelt, Winston 
Churchill and Chiang Kai-shek held 
historic conferences in 1943. 
It was the peace initiative by Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat that led him as the 
first Arab leader to set foot on Israeli 
soil Nov. 19 which broke the barrier of a 
30-year Middle East war, making the 
face-to-face talks a reality. The visit by 
the Israelis was just as unprecedented 
The Cairo talks are being boycotted by 
Syria. Jordan. Lebanon and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization but the United 
States, the United Nations and the 
Vatican have observers present. 
It was clear that Sadat's political 
future hinged on the outcome of the 
talks 
The U S 
delegation led by Alfred

The Water Agency session was 
presided over by Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund who agreed with other board 
members that an emergency could be 
declared 
Die County Farm Bureau and the 
Cachuma Conservation Release Board 
both called on the county today to have a 
cloud seeding program this winter as a 
means of relieving the drought now in its 
third year.

American Agriculture leaders have asked to 
plead their case before a joint session of 
Congress today on the eve of the scheduled first 
nationwide farmers’ strike. 
“ We w ish to convey that the United 
States is facing a crisis unprecedented in 
American history,” 
American Agriculture 
spokesmen said in a telegram sent to the 
nation's capital Monday. 
If you allow this nation to face famine, mass 
unemployment and economic chaos unparalleled 
in American history, then Congress has failed 
the American people and must face the respon­ 
sibility.” 


Keith Thomas, a founder of the maverick 
strike movement, said farm leaders want to 
meet with President Carter before the strike 
begins Wednesday, but there has been no action 
from the White House. 
Thomas said strike leaders hoped last 
weekend’s demonstrations by thousands of 
farmers at state capitals across the country 
would sway the president to meet with 
agricultural leaders. 
Leslie Bitner, an American Agriculture leader 
in Washington, D C., said the strike will begin at 
midnight tonight with 50 tractors symbolizing 
the nation’s states being driven around the White 
House. 


The farmers, burdened with low prices for 
their products, want 100 percent parity, which 
would give them at least a break-even price for 
crops. 
Farmers from at least 35 states met in Denver 
Monday to discuss the strike. It was the first 
meeting of its kind by members of American 
Agriculture, a grassroots movement that began 
91 days ago in Springfield, Colo. 
“The consensus is they are not going to buy, 
not going to sell, not going to buy any 
agricultural equipment and no production sup­ 
plies.” 
said Bob Keenan, an American 
Agriculture spokesman 
Many of the farmers have mortrages or out­ 
standing loans, but Keenan said they will solve 
the problem by getting loans from the federal 
government 
The collateral, he said, will be the farm 
products that farmers will refuse to sell 
The way this new farm bilT is set up, it gives 
the lamilv farmer an out,” said Keenan "He 
can get government loans on his gram, and he 
can give that money to the banker or his financ­ 
ing companv and take some of the pressure off 
Farmers in the West have already planted 
their winter grain and are now in their slowest 
season Keenan and other American Agriculture 
leaders say the wheat can be harvested, stored 
and used for collateral to get more government 
loans.

It was the Soviets’ first ex­ 
planation of why cosmonauts 
Yuri Romanenko and Georgy 
Grechko decided to use the 
alternate docking entry when 
their Soyuz 26 capsule linked up 
with the previously unused 
Salyut 6 on Sunday 
The radio said Romanenko 
and Grechko were taking the 
day off today to rest up from 
two days of hard work in space 
and to give them an opportuni­ 
ty to adjust to weightles­ 
sness. 
Moscow Radio broadcast an 
interview with space scientist 
Konstantin P. Feoktistov who 
said. "The first docking device 
was found to be suspicious and 
the decision was taken to dock 
at the other end ” 
Feoktistov said the two dock­ 
ing entrances on Salyut. first in­ 
troduced last year with the 
Salvut 5 space laboratory but 
previously unused, 
increased 
the reliabilitv and safetv of the 
space stations and would allow 
ground control to launch resup­ 
ply or rescue crews in case of 
need 
Moscow Radio said the two 
cosmonauts today were taking 
it easy, getting used to the 
weightlessness, 
and 
talking 
with ground control only every 
90 minutes 
Moscow Radio said the Salyut 
6 space station had been re­ 
engineered to make life for the 
orbiting cosmonauts more com­ 
fortable and to accommodate 
new scientific equipment 
Feoktistov said a new drink­ 
ing water recycling system, 
first tested experimentally on 
Salyut 4. was now a regular 
feature on Salyut 6 
along 
with an experimental shower- 
bath 
Feoktistov told a radio inter­ 
view er the Salyu t 6 lab, 
launched Sept 
29. was more 
comfortable than previous 
Soviet space stations 
The station's double docking 
facilities increased its reliabili- 
tv he said The Sovuz 26 docked 


Sunday with the second unit 
because the first device “ was 
found to be suspicious,” he 
said 


The Tass news agency said 
the cosmonauts awakened Mon­ 
day on their own. without hav­ 
ing to get a wake-up call from 
ground control, and tackled 
their work schedule 


“ For the first time in two 
days the commander and flight 
engineer could afford to relax a 
little and speak emotionally 
during their strictly business 
conversations,” Tass said. 
The cosmonauts, Lt. Col 
Yuri Romanenko. 
33, com­ 
mander, and Georgi Grechko, 
46. the flight engineer, were 
launched into space Saturday 
aboard Soyuz 26 
Television pictures beamed 
back to Earth after the crew 
docked with Salyut 6 Sunday 
have shown a grinning Grechko 
floating through the space lab 
and gesturing to the cameras

Growing older 
It's the people vs. big business 


By LOU COTTIN 
Whose side are you on? 
There’s a bill before Congress to 
set-up a consumer protection 
agency Our AARP (American As­ 
sociation of Retired Persons) and 
our NCSC (National Council of 
Senior Citizens) want us to write our 
congressmen and our senators, 
demanding that they vote “ yes" on 
the Consumer Protection Agency 
bill 
That’s natural The vast majority 
of us senior agers are what may be 
called “ total" consumers We spend 
everv dollar we get buying con­ 
sumer commodities and services 
Wait We oldsters are respectful 
citizens We should present the list 
of supporters of this consumer bill 
with respect 
It’s our country’s 
President who heads the list, as 
follows 
President Carter. Ralph Nader, 
Consumer Federation of America, 
Common Cause. Friends of the 
Karth, AFL-CIO, Sierra Club, 
American Association of Retired 
Persons National Council of Senior 
Citizens 
(We could list more 
people’’ organizations but space is 
limited.) 
Now look at the opponents of the 
Consumer Protection Agency bill. 
For instance: 
Kxxon, The Business Round 
Table, General Motors. Proctor and 
Gamble. Gulf Oil, National Associa- 
tion of M an u factu rers, U .S. 
Chamber of Commerce (We could 
add more big business names to this 
list too But again space is limited.) 
Now, I repeat the question Whose 
side are vou on? Sen 
Abraham 
Ribicoff (D-Conn. i compares the is­ 
sue to a “ David and Goliath" battle. 
As chairm an of the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee, 
he knows that the public interest 
(consumers, that is) is not properly 
rep resen ted 
before fe d e ra l 
regulatory agencies 
Sen Charles Percy (R -Ill), in an 
impassioned speech in the Senate 
(April 6, 1977), put it that “ all con­ 
sumers suffer the indignities of se­ 
cond class citizens " He noted par­ 


ticularly that we, the elderly and 
those on fixed incomes, are hit 
hardest when there’s no consumer 
protection. Notice something? This 
is no Democrat vs. Republican has­ 
sle 
It’s a straight case of the 
“ People” vs “ Big Business.” 
My own congressman has in the 
past voted for consumer legislation 
This time he’s for big business. He 
stands behind Leon Jaworskt, who 
warns in the press and on the radio 
that the Consumer Protection 
Agency would create a “ consumer 
czar" to represent us This is un­ 
true 
Jaworski is on retainer as an ad­ 
vocate for the Business Round 
Table 
His memorandum to the 
media fails to point out that the bill 
gives the Consumer Protection 
Agency neither p o litical nor 
regulatory power All it can do is to 
advocate before the regulatory 
agencies. 
Occasionally 
it can 
require agencies to defend the 
soundness of their rulings in court 
This is czarism0 
The representative from my 
neighboring district is also opposed 
to the bill in its present form He 
objects to the fact that “ labor" and 
“ agriculture" would not be covered 
under this consumer legislation 
I can’t see the connection of the 
bill with labor controls But I agree 
that agri-business, dairy products 
and fresh fruits and vegetables 
should be controlled 
This is. 
therefore, not a perfect bill 
We consumers will settle for 
strong control of canned and 
packaged foods. From our stand­ 
point. exclusion of agricultural con­ 
trol is no reason to vote against all 
consumer protection 
This bill will give us consumers 
representation Every day hundreds 
of federal agency decisions are 
made in regulatory proceedings 
which affect us consumers. Yet the 
Federal Trade Commission reports 
that industry representatives out­ 
number consumer representatives 
by 100-to-one at these proceedings. 
It ’s important for us senior 
citizens to note that both the House

and the Senate Committees on Ag­ 
ing are strongly for the establish­ 
ment of a Consumer Protection 
Agency Rep Tom Downey (D-W 
Islipt speaks for us seniors directly. 
He says, “ As I've seen in my work 
on the House Select Committee on 
Aging, senior citizens are often the 
first to be hurt by unscrupulous 
businesses." 
If Downey needs a list of such 
businesses, he can get one It will 
start with nursing homes, run 
through to hearing aid ripoffs, phar­ 
maceuticals. utility bills and cans of 
food with more water than sub­ 
stance 
It will include nearly 
everything we seniors buy. 
Now. if I ’ve made my case for a 
Consumer Protection Agency, we 
seniors must get to work This is the 
first consumer bill that has 
presidential support In fact, Presi­ 
dent Carter appointed 
Esther 
Peterson (a board member of the 
National Consumer League) as his 
special assistant for consumer af­ 
fairs with a bill like this in mind. 
Please, 
everybody, get three 
envelopes ready 
Address one to 
your congressman 
Address the 
other to vour U S 
senator. The 
Senate bill is S-1262 The House bill 
is HR-6805 You demand that your 
representatives vote “ yes" on these 
consumer agency bills. 
Hold it! What about the third 
envelope0 Use it to get your out of 
state friends to support the Con­ 
sumer Protection Agency. 
There’s an organization called 
Congress Watch They’ve set up a 
list of federal legislators who may 
defeat the bill unless we seniors stop 
them It’s called the “ Target" List 
Nickel Campaign Get this list. 
Alert vour friends in other states to 
write to their legislators The ad­ 
dress of Congress Watch is 133 C 
Street. SE. Washington. D C 20003 
It’s not just a question of prices A 
Consumer Protection Agency will 
fight for improvement in the 
quality, the safety and the health 
value of what we elders need 
We seniors must go on the war 
path Big Business, here we come!

NEW YORK (U P I) - NBA Commis­ 
sioner Larry O’Brien levied one of the 
stiffest penalties in sports history Mon­ 
day, fining Kermit Washington 810,000 
and suspending the Los Angeles Lakers’ 
forward for at least 60 days for punching 
Houston’s Rudy Tomjanovich last week. 
The suspension is the longest ever in 
NBA history and the fine is the max­ 
imum permissable under league rules. 
Washington may apply for readmission 
at the end of the 60-day period but the 
suspension could be extended for the rest 
of the season. 
The action continued the strict policy 
against violence set this year by O’Brien, 
who earlier in the season fined Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar. also of Los Angeles, $5,000 
for punching Milwaukee Bucks’ rookie 
Kent Benson 
“ There must be some way I can take 
this to court,’’ Washington said when in­ 
formed of the fine in New Orleans Mon­ 
day afternoon. “ That's the only thing I 
can do Otherwise, it’s the end of the 
season for me.” 
The powerful, 6-foot-8, 230-pound 
forward will miss at least 26 games and 
will not be paid for any of them. That 
means the suspension alone will cost him 
at least $43,560 
If O'Brien decides 
Washington should stay out all season, he 
will be out a total of $95.942. 
“ Wow! This is stiff.” Washington said. 
“ Sixty days. $50,000. Maybe there’s a 
bright side. At least, the people who 
always ask me for money won’t 
anymore I won't have any. 
Laker Coach Jerry West, who recently 
gave Washington back his starting job in 


the club lineup, consoled him briefly and 
gave him a bit of advice. 
“ Don’t worry yourself any more than 
necessary." West said. “ I ’m sorry it 
happened I think it’s unfair. Now you 
can go home, walk the dog and get to 
know the kids." 
Tomjanovich, who had been trying to 
break up a fight between Washington and 
H ouston’s K e vin K u nnert when 
he was struck, remained in intensive 
care at Centralia Hospital in Ingelwood, 
Calif., with a broken jaw and nose plus a 
concussion. 
“ The stringent penalty reflects the 
severity of Washington’s actions on the 
court,” O'Brien said. “ A careful review 
of two video tapes of the game, reports 
from officials and statements from 
witnesses persuaded me to take this ac­ 
tion.” 
Tomjanovich, trying to act as a 
peacemaker between Washington and 
Kunnert, ran toward the fight with a 
group of players when Washington sud­ 
denly turned and sent him crashing to 
the floor with a right hand punch 
Tomjanovich was bleeding from the nose 
and lip and had to be helped from the 
court 
The split lip required nine 
stitches. 
Washington was ejected from the 
game 
“ I saw him coming and I just swung," 
Washington said after the fight. “ I had 
no idea who it was. Now that I ’ve talked 
to other people. I understand Rudy 
wasn't going to fight. He’s never even 
been in a fight. It was an honest, unfor­ 
tunate mistake.” 


Cowboys win see-saw offensive 
battle and it pleases Landry 


Lawsuit threat

HOUSTON (U P I) — The Houston 
were grounds for legal action. 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Forget the 
score Tom Landry got what he wanted 
The Dallas coach was a little con­ 
cerned about his team's offense, which 
generated only 38 points the last two 
weeks in victories over Washington and

So when the playoff-bound Cowboys 
came out to play Monday night against 
the San Francisco 49ers, Landry was 
hoping for an offensive show 
He got it. and then some, as Roger 
Staubach completed 14 passes for 220 
yards and three touchdowns in a wild 42- 
35 victory over San Francisco. 


While Staubach was having his best 
game of the season, so was Jim Plunkett 
for the 49ers Between them, the two 
veteran quarterbacks threw seven, count 
them, seven touchdown passes in what 
amounted to a no-defense game. 
“ If someone would have said there 
would be 77 points scored in this game,” 
said 49er Coach Ken Meyer, “ I wouldn't 
have believed him I don’t think anyone 
would have, considering these were two 
pretty good defensive teams " 
Landry wasn't upset his team gave up 
35 points 
He was tickled to death, 
though, with the 42 the Cowboys scored 
“ Our offense was excellent,” he said 


it's the best offense we’ve had in some 
time Of course, the defense wasn’t too 
good, but I'm not upset.” 
The Cowboys locked up the NFC East 
title and the home field edge in the first 
round of the NFC playoffs by beating the 
Eagles a week ago The victory over San 
F’rancisco gave them the home field edge 
for the NFC championship game as well, 
should the club get that far. 


Of course, the only thing on the Cow­ 
boys' mind these days is the playoffs, 
even though they have one more regular- 
season game left to play — Sunday at 
home against the AF’C West champion 
Denver Broncos, the team they could 
possiblv meet again later in the Super 
Bowl 


“ We wanted to get some momentum 
going for the playoffs,” said Landry 
"This game (against San Francisco) 
helps I'm pleased more than I can say 
because we scored 42 points against a 
pretty good defensive team ” 
Landry did not know it for a fact but 
the 42 points was the most scored against 
the 49ers since the middle of the 1969 
season, a span covering 121 games. 
“ We expected a tough game against 
San Francisco." Landry said “ I don’t 
care what their record is. the 49ers have 


been plaving excellent football the last 
six weeks.” 
That may be an exaggeration A week 
ago. San Francisco blew a 24-0 lead to 
Minnesota and lost 28-27. The week 
before that, the 49ers struggled to beat 
New Orleans following a ragged 23-10 
loss to the NFC West champion Los 
Angeles Rams 
No matter, because Meyer wasn't that 
upset the 49ers lost to Dallas, even 
though his club dipped to 5-8 and lost 
what chance it had to finish at 500 The 
49ers wind up the season Sunday against 
the F’ackers in Green Bay. 
Staubach threw scoring passes of 36 
yards to Preston Pearson. 20 to Tony 
Dorsett and 22 to Butch Johnson, while 
Plunkett got touchdowns on throws of 10 
to Ken Harrison, 27 to Gene Washington, 
1 to Delvin Williams and 47 to Paul Seal 
Dorsett ran 21 yards for another 
touchdown and Pearson got his second 
score on a 3-yard run.

The acrobatic 
Bear’s style of running makes him vulnerable to injury — 
don’t forget what happened to Gale Sayers, whose career 
really embraced only five seasons. 


Q W hat’s the record for most receptions by a tight end in 
the NFL? Is it held by John Mackey of the Colts’’ *— G.H., 
Philadelphia, Pa. 


A. No. The current record for most Dasses caught bv a 
tight end in one season is 63, set by Charles Young of the 
Philadelphia Eagles in 1974. Young is now a reserve tight end 
with the L03 Angeles Rams, behind his cousin, Terry Nelson 
Bob Tucker of the New York Giants caught 59 to lead his con­ 
ference in 1971. Ironically, he’s a reserve now also, with the 
Minnesota Vikings Mackey's career high was 55 receptions 
in 1967. 


Q. Maybe I’m naive, but I don’t see how baseball can af­ 
ford to pay those million dollar salaries to the players who 
become free agents Can Richie Zisk, whb’s going to be 29 
years old before next season, really be vrorth $3 million to 
the Texas Rangers? — N.F., Morris, 111 


A My truism for this is that a player is worth what he can 
get. Zisk’s contract is spread over 10 years, though it’s 
highly likely with his leg problems he *on’t last m ore than a 
couple of productive seasons. But before you shed any tears 
for baseball’s owners, be aware of tins fact: even in today s 
inflated salary m arket, only 40 percent of a baseball team s 
proceeds is allocated to payroll, w*iich means somebody is 
making a helluva lot of money. And think of what the team s 
were making only three years ago when the payroll was only 
25 percent of proceeds 


Q I have heard the term “turf toe’’ mentioned many tim es 
on televised football games Vould you please, clarify? — 
Bob Linneman, Santa Cruz. Caiu. 


A The term is a product of the artificial turf experience 
For some reason, players such as Larry Csonka when he was 
with the Miami Dolphins found the harder surface played 
havoc with their big toes, leading to deep bruises and other 
injuries T hat’s the only clarification I can provide 


Q Are there many rookies in the National Basketball As­ 
sociation this year? Wbat’s the percentage on NBA rosters’’

A There are exactly 50 rookies on the rosters of the 22 
NBA team s, or a percentage of 21, which m eans that pro 
basketball is in a strong transitional phase, a changing 
generation of players. Only Indiana and New Orleans don't 
list first-year men on their active rosters Among the promi­ 
nent rookie starters are Otis Birdsong of Kansas City, Ber­ 
nard King of New Jersey. Marques Johnson of Milwaukee. 
W alter Davis of Phoenix and Cedric Maxwell of Boston 


Q I was looking through a sports magazine and saw a hat 
advertised for Slippery Rock State College What city and 
state is it located in?

But psychologists and school 
officials say the experience 
does not have to be a dread one 
"A child should hear about 
Santa Claus from someone who 
is trusted It could be a parent 
or an older brother or sister." 
Dr Terrv Gutkin of the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska-Lineoln said in 
an interview 
Gutkin. a school psychology 
specialist, said parents should 
separate reality from fantasy 
for children as thev grow up 
"It shouldn't be. ‘Oh. my 
God, the sun isn’t going to rise 
tom orrow '' It should be han­ 
dled lik e sex e d u c a tio n ." 
Gutkin said 
He said a parent 
and child should have a sit- 
down discussion about Santa as 
soon as the child is old enough 
to understand 
"This also goes for the tooth- 
fairv." he said 
"The whole 
thing is a game parents play 
and it shouldn't shock children 
when thev learn the truth " 
Dr 
Howard Halpern of the 
Child Guidance Center in Lin­ 
coln said parents should leave 
Santa alone because "children 
will eventuallv figure it out for 
themselves 
But if Santa Claus became a 
big deal, mv guess would be 
that there are other problems in 
the fam ily," he said "Parents 
should attempt to understand 
whv the belief in Santa is so im­ 
portant " 


Halpern said the whole idea 
of St Nick should be kept plea­ 
sant 
He said parents can 
create more problems than 
they solve if they make a child 
feel ridiculous because of a 
belief in Santa 
"I might tell a child there is 
no Santa if the kid didn't get a 
tov he or she counted on getting 
and made a big fuss." he said 
"I would explain to the child 
that in life you don't alwavs get

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
The first "coherent” explana­ 
tion of the auroras — the 
celestial light show above the 
north and south poles — was 
given today by space scientists. 
A polar orbiting research 
satellite provided the key by 
detecting strong electric fields 
some 1.000 to 5.000 miles above 
the earth. University of Cali­ 
fornia scientists told the Ameri- 
ra n G e o p h y s ic a l 
U n io n 
meeting 
Finding strong fields that 
close to the earth’s surface was 
unexpected, as was a finding 
that the electric fields had com ­ 
ponents parallel to the earth's

magnetic field, a fact thought 
by some scientists to violate 
natural laws, the researchers 
said 
"Many pieces of the puzzle 
have been pul together, espe­ 
cially in recent years, but not 
until now could we say that the 
fundamental physics of the 
auroras was really under­ 
stood." said Forrest S Mozer, a 
p ro fesso r of p h ysics who 
headed a research team at UC’s 
Space Sciences Laboratory. 
Mozer said scientists knew 
such electric fields had to exist 
in order to accelerate protons 
and electrons fast enough to 
cause collisions with atoms and 


molecules in the earth s upper 
atm osphere, thus giving off 
energv in the form of light 
However, he said, such fields 
were believed to be at remote 
points along the magnetic field 
lines, which loop from pole to 
pole, in an area some 30.000 to 
DO.000 miles above the earth s 
equator 
Mozer said not only are they 
much closer but 50 tim es 
stronger that what was expect­ 
ed based on data gathered at 
lower altitudes. 
The research satellite carry­ 
ing th* electric field measuring 
device^ was launched last July 
and circles at an altitude close

Nude sunbathers part 
of new sub-culture 


SA N D IE G O ( U P I ) 
- 
California’s nude beaches, far 
from being m erely casual 
gathering places for health and 
sun enthusiasts, are creating an 
identifiable sub-culture com­ 
plete with status symbols, a 
sexual code and a social home 
for their naked users, a 
sociologist says. 
“ America’s real nude revolu­ 
tion, if there is such a thing, is 
happening on the beaches, 
where real nude bodies are do­ 
ing real-life things,” says Jack 
D Douglas, in his new book, 
“ The Nude Beach.” 
Douglas, a professor of 
sociology at the University of 
California at San Diego, and co­ 
authors Paul K Rasmussen and 
Carol Ann Flanagan, eased into 
the nude beach culture at San 
Diego’s Eden Beach — for 
three years the nation’s only 
public beach where nudity was 
legal — to cross what they saw 
as “ the great divide between 
the clothed-world of respec­ 
table civilization and the un­ 
known.” 
They discovered it was a 
social scene, not just a place for 
health 
trip p e rs and 
sun 
worshipers, and they found two 
prime motivators — sex and be­ 
ing free and natural. 
They learned that an all-over 
tan, as much as the clothes 
worn by the master of naked sl­ 
aves. is a status symbol. Its 
owner may use it for competi­ 
tion, dominance, success or 
failure, much as any other 


cultural attribute. 
The researchers concluded 
after 
exhaustive observation 
and interviewing at Eden Beach 
and at its private and wildcat 
counterparts that nude beaches 
are truly revolutionary and will 
produce important changes if 
they become an accepted part 
of our culture. 
However. Douglas cautioned. 
"Nude beaches won’t usher in 
any Utopian end to repression 
or any fulfillment of longings 
for ecstasy, nor will they mean 
A rm a g e d d o n fo r t r a d i­ 
tionalists.” 
The general public is not 
ready for nude beaches, but the 
nude scene will spread, he 
predicted. 
“ The battles for the body and 
the beaches will go on for many 
years, and we won’t know the 
outcomes with any reliability 
until the sand settles, ” he 
wrote. 
“ Most of the people who are 
ready for nude beaches have 
not yet had the opportunity to 
join,” he said. “ When they 
know where they are and know 
they won’t get arrested or 
stigmatized for joining up, 
they’ll do so by even more 
hundreds of thousands." 
Douglas reports doing his 
research by nude beach hap­ 
penings from the staid to the X- 
rated — by casual users, the 
normally inquisitive, panting 
voyeurs in dark glasses, male 
and female sex hunters, exhibi­ 
tionists and gays.

SAN JO SE (U P I) - Legiti­ 
mate research in the fields of 
parapsychology, E SP and psy­ 
chic phenomena has long been 
hampered by the specter of 
gypsy fortune tellers, crystal 
ball ripoff artists and various 
other charlatans 
The average person, wishing 
to inquire into this veiled and 
mysterious world, has usually 
had to rely on word-of-mouth in­ 
formation because of societal, 
church and government cen­ 
sure and laws forbidding the 
advertising of occult arts. 
Now, two sisters in San Jose 
have published a guide to the 
psychic community of the San 
Francisco Bay area and it has 
sold 5,000 copies in the first two 
months, 
reaching the best­ 
seller list in San Jose 
Their book is titled “ The 
Psychic Yellow Pages,” a 177- 
page compendium of 130 Bay 
Area 
psychics, 
astrologers, 
holistic centers, palmists, 
numerologists, 
graphologists, 
tarot readers and research 
organizations 
Each entry lists the address 
or telephone number, prices 
and types of services offered by 
each entrant plus a short 
description of the authors’ im­ 
pressions 


The sisters, Mary and Carol 
Cocciardi, spent more than a 
year doing research and inter­ 
viewing more than 500 persons 
before coming up with the final 
130 who made the book They 
also interviewed clients of the 
psychics. 


“ Basically, I think what the 
book serves as is, number one, 
a focus point. For people who 
are interested and need to know 
about various people in parap­ 
sychology and don't know 
where to go, our book serves 
that purpose,” says Carol, 24. 
host of a local television show 
dealing with the human poten­ 
tial movement. 


“ I also think that it upgrades 
the field of credibility so that 
people know the field isn't full 
of a lot of kooks or people that 
are into wicthcraft and crystal 
balls and all that stuff.”

LOGAN. Utah (U P I) - A 
freshman at Utah State Univer­ 
sity will be part of the scientific 
team conducting experiments 
in the first space shuttle, when 
the Enterprise is launched in 
1981. 
James Elwell, of Brigham 
City, Utah, was one of three 
students chosen by the univer­ 
sity’s Aeronomy Research 
Center, in cooperation with 
Thiokol Chem ical C orp.’s 
Astro-Met Division 
Rex M egill, U SU center 
director, said the university 
recruited three freshmen, each 
receiving scholarships and the 
opportunity to work with 
professional scientists and USU 
engineers. The others are Dan 
Adkins of Hyde Park and Dave 
Edwards of River Heights, both 
Utah 
Elwell said he became in­ 
terested in space research 
when he watched an astronaut 
show how he could drink water 
in the weightlessness of space. 
Megill and R Gilbert Moore, 
manager of Thiokol’s Astro- 
Met Division and a USU profes­ 
sor of physics, purchased 5 
cubic feet of space in the space 
shuttle Enterprise for $5.000. 
And they have given Elwell 1.5 
cubic feet of space for his ex­ 
periment 
Elwell said water stayed in 
the astronaut’s cup because 
“ cohesion held the water 
molecules together, and adhe­ 
sion held the water to the sides 
of the container 
“ The liquid assumed a curved 
shape, moving up the sides of 


the container a little, and 
becoming concave in the 
center. Melted glass should 
work the same way,” Elwell 
said. 
The USU freshman proposes 
to melt a disk of glass in the 
weightlessness of space, and let 
it reform into a lens-like shape. 
Elwell plans to spend his 
freshman year at Utah State 
designing the experiment. As a 
sophomore he w ill test a 
prototype. He will build the ex­ 
periment during his junior 
year, and ready the experiment 
for launch in his senior year — 
probably in September 1981 
“ I ’ve been an am ateur 
astronomer since I was very 
young.” Elwell said. “ Prim ari­ 
ly we’re interested in solving 
the problem of melting a piece 
of glass in outer space, and see­ 
ing if it will act the way I think 
it will.” 
“ But, down the road, there is 
a possible application for the 
project. If it could be refined 
and controlled, melting glass 
into a desired shape — by vary­ 
ing the nature of the glass — 
could be a new way of making 
lenses, replacing the lengthy 
grinding process.” 
“ Our biggest problem is how 
to melt the glass inside the 
Enterprise I have to supply my 
own power, and it takes a lot of 
power to raise the temperature 
of the glass to 1,500 degrees 
centigrade.” 
“ I figure about 90 percent of 
my space allocation will have to 
be batteries to provide the 
power for heat, and only 10 per­ 


cent of the space will be for the 
glass and experiment con­ 
trols,” Elwell said. 
“ Once the glass is melted and 
shaped, the next problem is dis­ 
sipating the heat, since there is 
no convection in outer space to 
carry the heat away from the 
glass And we’re still working 
on that one.” 
“ Whatever the results, the 
whole process is going to be a 
great learning experience,” 
Elwell said

Repugnant idea 


With each and every passing 
day there is more evidence 
that our government hopes to 
interfere in what we can and 
what we cannot do. 


Most recently. Secretary of 
Commerce Juanita Kreps 
came up with a new idea and 
hope. She has ordered the 
development of a “ social per­ 
formance index” by which 
American businesses will be 
rated as to how well they meet 
social needs. The social needs 
in question are minority hir­ 
ing, 
environmental control, 
contributions to socially 
beneficial causes and so on. 


We have read no better com­ 
ment to this idea than that 
given by a se n io r vice 
president of a television sta­ 
tion in Salt Lake City as 
reported by Congressional Ac­ 
tion, a publication of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 
A f t e r 
r e v i e w i n g 
t h e 
proposal, the vice president 
stated: 
“Well those are useful social 
goals of course and very few 
would quarrel with them. 
H o w e v e r , 
t h e

is 


dangerous and frightening. We 
wonder if Ms. Kreps realizes 
that this is precisely the way 
things are done in the Soviet 
system. Nazi Germany did the 
same thing. East Germany 
does it today. 
“ Under these and other 
totalitarian 
system s, 
the 
government lays down the ap- 
p r o p r i a t e s o c i a l goals. 
Ultimately the people are told 
not only what they must do, 
but what they must think and 
believe, what music, theater 
and painting meet the social 
goals. In our society, we have 
an instrument to bring to pass 
important social needs. It’s 
called the law. The people 
elect those who fashion it. In 
theory at least, it is not exer­ 
cised arbitrarily or capricious­ 
ly- 
“ Ms. Kreps’ proposal meets 
none of those criteria. It is 
thoroughly repugnant and un­ 
d em ocratic an idea. She 
should not only withdraw it, 
but apologize to the American 
people for suggesting it.” 
It would be a good idea for 
Americans to keep an eye on 
this one — the social perfor­ 
mance index.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Carter and the public 


WASHINGTON — President Carter’s 
descent in the polls to a level that could 
hardly have been foreseen when he came 
into the office as a bright new hope is 
more complicated than is generally un­ 
derstood 
It is not merely the familiar 
decline of a new president faced with the 
inheritance of an accumulation of trou­ 
bles from the past 
As 
fo r 
th e 
in ­ 
heritance, Carter has 
more than his share of 
the complications at 
home and abroad that 
at times seem insolu­ 
ble 
Foremost is the 
Middle East which has 
now become involved 
in the interminable 
dispute with the Soviet 
Union over a whole 
range of issues in a 
live-and-let-live con­ 
text. 
But his status in the answers given the 
polltakers reflects, in the view of this 
observer, more than concern over his 
grasp of public affairs. It has as much to 
do with his public posture as with his 
political opinions And that goes back to 
the personal convictions he brought into 
the office. 
He was to be the common man, one of 
the people, untouched by the pomp and 
circumstance of the highest office in the 
land There have been many manifesta­ 
tions of the common man who presumed 
to draw his wisdom from the people. 
He was humble in his belief that 
wisdom rested in the mass He carried 
his suit bag off the plane, he wore a car­ 
digan sweater when he gave his first 
fireside chat from the White House 
In this, it seems to me, is a serious 
miscalculation about the popular view of 
a president He is to be looked up to; to 
set a standard of leadership in both his 
public and his private life The concept 
of the common man in the White House 
does not fit the sense of leadership that 
puts so much em p h a sis on the 
presidency. 
In moving across the country, I have 
talked just now to a fairly wide range of 
men and women with this view It is 
partly that they are puzzled by the 
Carter chumminess They look to him 
for a high level of conduct, elevated by 
the office, if not by his background 
In several discussions, the president’s 
brother Billy was brought up It was not 
that they denied Billy the right to play 
the clown But why should he exploit his 
clownishness in appearances around the 
country to garner an estimated income 
Of $500,000 a year*» 
Billy's public beer busts at a price 
simply do not go down nor do they match 
the image of a twice-born savior who 
prays daily and Sunday 
This raises, of course, a very delicate 
question Is a president responsible for 
the conduct of his relations? Many presi­ 
dents have faced that same question and, 
on the whole, the public reason has been 
charitable The children of Franklin D 
Roosevelt were free-swinging and in 
several instances they did not hestiate to 
use the family influence for their own ad­ 
vantage 
Before FDR, Theodore Roosevelt’s 
high spirited daughter, Princess Alice, 
smoked cigarettes in public when ladies 


did not smoke, or, at least not publicly, 
and otherwise showed her independence 
of the dictates of her position As many 
an offspring could testify, life in the 
shadow of high office is far from happy. 
With Brother Billy there is a dif­ 
ference He is an unfailing reminder of 
the president’s origins 
At the same 
time, he casts a doubt on the Carter 
professions of virtue and plain living 
There is nothing that the president can 
do about what must surely be an em­ 
barrassment To order him to cease and 
desist would create a controversy that 
Billy would be certain to air in public. 
President Lyndon Baines Johnson had 
a brother named Sam For a time Sam 
lived under duress in the White House 
He wrote a book that was an embarrass­ 
ment 
Not long afterward Sam was 
banished to Austin. Texas 
It is unlikely that Billy will retreat to 
Plains, which has itself become a kind of 
fun fair and tourist attraction with the 
president's brother a sideshow when he 
is not on tour. 
All this may be put down as a mean 
irrelevance. But in that it touches the 
standing of the president before the 
country, the standing of a leader looked 
to for guidance more today than perhaps 
ever before, it is not irrelevant. 
Carter's narrow reliance on close as­ 
sociates out of his Georgia past is 
another handicap That is particularly 
true as these associates seem deter­ 
mined to maintain the same good old 
boy, down-to-earth posture that they 
brought with them to the White House. 
It is a kind of mirror image of the 
president him self. It should be a 
reminder that, as in the anguish of the 
Bert Lance separation, he is no longer a 
Georgian, but President of all the United 
States 


WASHINGTON - With the help of 
government wrangling and State Depart­ 
ment waffling, Andrija Artukovic has 
been able to bask for more than 25 years 
in the California sunshine. 
Now. the 78-year-old Artukovic, known 
to his neighbors as a mild mannered 
senior citizen, faces the growing 
prospect of deportation to stand trial in 
Yugoslavia as a Nazi 
m ass m urderer in 
World War II 
Under Hitler, Ar­ 
tukovic was interior 
minister in the Nazi 
p u p p et 
s t a t e 
of 
Croatia, and thus head 
of the p o lice and 
p o litic a l 
sec u r ity 
forces. Various U.S. 
government estimates 
hold him responsible 
for the d ea th s of 
p e r h a p s 
200,000 
Yugoslavs. Testimony at the 1961 trial of 
Adolph Eichmann connected Artukovic 
to the murder of 660,000 men, women and 
children, manily Serbians and Jews 
Artukovic found haven in the United 
States under an alias during the confu­ 
sion following the collapse of Hitler's 
Third Reich Down through the years, 
Yugoslavia has sought his extradition 
without success. In 1952, an Immigration 
and Naturalization judge ordered him 
deported Seven years later, another Im­ 
migration official ruled he could stay 
The last ruling held that Artukovic 
might be “persecuted” if sent back to 
Yugoslavia Thus, the U.S. system of 
justice and due process has kept him out 
of the hands of the Tito regime ever 
since. 
But internal documents in our hands 
show that the Justice Department has 
been arguing with the State Department 
since 1975 to work out a compromise 
with the Yugoslavian authorities to send 
the aging refugee back for trial as a 
murderer Under the compromise the 
State Department would certify that Ar­ 
tukovic would be subject to legitimate 
prosecution but not persecution on the 
basis of “ race, religion or political 
opinion ” 
The documents show that the State 
Department stalled during the Nixon and 
Ford administrations Former Immigra­ 
tion Commissioner Leonard Chapman 
before being replaced by Carter, up­ 
braided the State Department for 
footdragging 
The ex-Marine Corps 
general accused a counterpart at State of 
declining “to answer responsively” and 
he refused to accept State Department 
suggestions on the case 
Now under Secretary Cyrus Vance, 
deportation action may be imminent. 
Our sources say that in recent days, 
Yugoslav diplomats and Justice officials 
have prevailed on the State Department 
to break the Artukovic logjam by 
promising a fair, non-political trial. 
Once this happens, the Justice Depart­ 
ment seems certain to proceed with 
new deportation action However, Ar­ 
tukovic will still have recourse to our 
courts and perhaps could delay matters 
for a year or so. But time seems to be 
running out for the 78-year-old ex-Nazi.

White House, the Immigration Service's 
new general counsel, David Crosland, 
has been taking action against World 
War II Nazis in this country. We recently 
reported that two suspected Latvian 
Nazis are being prosecuted. Now, new 
steps are planned against a suspected 
Nazi, second only to Artukovic in 
notoriety. He is Bishop Valerian Trifa, 
whose citizenship the Immigration Ser­ 
vice is trying to revoke so he can be 
deported to Romania. 


LUCRATIVE LOBBYING: President 
Carter has emphatically spoken out 
against the hiring of expensive private 
co n su lta n ts by the g o v ern m en t. 
Nevertheless, the White House has quiet­ 
ly hired a professional management con­ 
sultant to put some pep into its often 
amateurish congressional lobbying staff. 
He is Len Hirsch, a high-powered con­ 
sultant who is collecting $125 a day in 
public funds for his efforts. He began 
work last April because President 
Carter's lobbying team, headed by Frank 
Moore, seemed to step on congressional 
toes every time they tried to get a bill 
passed 


A White House spokesman insisted 
that Hirsch offers no advice on how to 
lobby on Capitol Hill even though he 
heads a private firm called Congres­ 
sional Management. But our sources say 
he devotes some time to keeping com­ 
munications open between the White 
House and the Hill. 
Hirsch suggests ways for the Carter 
lobbyists_to work more closely with the 
presidents policy advisers and to butter 
up congressmen by arranging White 


House tours for their constituents. He is 
trying to speed up the flow of paperwork 
and even make the secretaries more ef­ 
ficient in answering congressional mail. 
“It helps our lobbying only to the ex­ 
tent that it makes our job easier,” a 
White House staffer explained. A 
spokesman said Hirsch has worked only 
four or five days, but sources tell us he 
has already been paid thousands of 
dollars. 
Footnote: Hirsch would not discuss his 
duties with us But Rep. Robert Drinan, 
D -Mass . is demanding an accounting 
from the White House. 
MILITANT DISABLED: President 
Carter may soon find himself confronted 
with a political handicap by disgruntled 
disabled Americans. The American 
Coalition of Citizens with Disabilities is 
angered by Carter’s failure to follow 
through on his campaign promises to the 
nation's 36 million handicapped. 
Thousands of them conducted protest 
sit-ins at the Washington office of HEW 
Secretary Joseph Califano and HEW 
regional offices last spring. Shortly 
after, Califano okayed an order barring 
virtually all discrimination against the 
disabled by the government and by 
private firms getting federal funds. 
But seven months later, there are still 
no guidelines except in Califano’s own 
department. Patience is running out 
among the militant disabled. A second 
demonstration is being seriously discus­ 
sed. This one could focus on Washington. 
The president and Califano face the 
prospect of protesters in wheelchairs 
being photographed with their placards 
at the gates of the White House. 


Dear Sir: 
I am writing this in regards to the con­ 
struction of ADULT apartments in Lom­ 
poc. Doesn’t anyone realize what they 
are doing to the younger generation of 
Lompoc? 
Most of us respectable citizens with 
families cannot qualify to buy a home 
even though we are honest, hard working 
people. The costs are just much too high. 
For that reason we must rent apart­ 
ments. 
Needless to say we haven’t much of a 
choice. The nice apartments in nice 
neighborhoods are restricted to ADULTS 
ONLY. This is very clearly a case of dis­ 
crimination against children. 
Most of the apartments that do allow 
children limit it to one child. I have two. 
Am I supposed to give one of my children 
away so I can live in a decent well kept 
apartment complex? 
I would like to raise my children in a 
proper environment but Lompoc doesn’t 
have much to offer. 
Lompoc is doing many of its children a 
great injustice. Twenty-five years from 
now our children could have the chance 
to be members of our town council but 
Lompoc is taking that chance away from 
them and forcing them to move to other 
cities in search of proper housing that 
accepts our future generation. 
This is an example of an ad in the Lom­ 
poc Record: “Apartment for rent, baby 
or children over 12 okay.” My children 
are three years and five years so they 
are not welcome tenants. 
I have lived in Lompoc for 21 years, 
(most of my life), and I never thought I 
would want to leave but my family 
comes first and Lompoc has nothing to 
offer except discrimination.

Then maybe, 
just maybe, the city will put up a stop 
sign or Dip sign before they come to 
those dips, at least have some type of 
warning. 
The city can waste time and money 
putting gravel on our street and others 
and just leave it there not bothering to 
tar over it or anything, just leave it and 
let it look sloppy. But they can’t be 
bothered with minor things as putting up 
a stop sign or dip sign and to save 
someone’s life or car, or better yet 
someone’s little child who might be in 
the street playing. 
I really think it’s time the city get up 
and do something about this before it 
really is too late.

Germ of an idea! 


It was only a germ of an idea this 
week, but shaping up is one of the most 
interesting environmental concepts yet 
to come out of the mix of land develop­ 
ment and community concerns at the 
local level The preservation of at least 
part of the unique chaparral community 
of plants that cover 
what is referred to as 
the Mesa, north of 
Lompoc Only a small 
part of the Mesa has 
any real guarantee of 
being preserved That 
is in the B otan ic 
Garden at Ken Adam 
Park But there could 
be more area in the 
scheme of things and 
t h a t ’s wha t t hi s 
column is all about 
This reporter is ad­ 
vancing the concept as an individual and 
not at the moment as president of the 
Lompoc Valley Botanic and Hor­ 
ticultural Society That support, hopeful­ 
ly will come later 
The area, according to Clifton Smith, 
writing in the environmental impact 
report for a land development proposal 
in the Vandenberg Village area is 
described as follows: “Burton Mesa, 
Lompoc Canyon 
are a legend among 
California botanists, with their arrested 
dunes harboring scarce species, sandy 
mesas with endemic chaparral, masses 
of colorful wildflowers in wet seasons .” 
Then Smith and others go on to 
describe the vegetation and the wildlife 
that have survived in this unique, semi- 
arid area 
The area covers a broad swath of the 
map. north of Lompoc, encompassing La 
Purisima Mission on the east and runn­ 
ing almost due west to the ocean. On its 
way west, the swath takes in Mesa Oaks 
residential area, portions of the northern 
edge of the Federal Correctional Institu­ 
tion. all of Vandenberg Village and much 
of Vandenberg Air Force Base, north of 
Highway 246 
Ken Adam Park is there too and of 
course, for that reason, so is the Botanic 
Garden For those who don’t know, the 
garden is a preserve of native chaparral 
growth conceived by former county land­ 
scape architect Henry Baurenschmidt 
when Ken Adam Park was carved out of 
the FCI in about 1969 The park is a 
county park, on federally owned land and 
falling within the boundaries of the City 
of Lompoc 
Much official support has 
come to the Botanic Garden since this 
reporter and others banded together a 
year ago to give it our collective boost. 
The city’s Beautification Commission, 
for example gave the garden a tidy sum 
of money to help out with capital outlay 
projects and the Soroptimist Club has 
done the same 


The value of the Botanic Garden as a 
preserve for chaparral plant associa­ 
tions is enhanced by the unique history of 
the area For 30 years or more while 
other adjacent areas were under 
development or cultivation, the garden, 
being a part of the FCI. lay in virgin con­ 
dition, the plant and animal species in- 
diginous to the area going on their unim­ 
paired natural course. 
It may be interesting to know that one 
of the first projects undertaken by the 
society in its infancy was the develop­ 
ment of a herbarium based on plant 
growth in the garden Put simply, a her­ 
barium is a collection of dried plant 
specimens, preserved for the record and 
for scholarly research The project is 
quite young, but progress has been 
made Some examples of the work will 
be on display in Lompoc Library 
sometime after the first of the year. 
Several facts should be made quite 
clear at this point. For one, here is what 
is said about the part of the Mesa that 
falls within Vandenberg: “Smith ... com­ 
menting on endemic and endangered 
species in the Lompoc area, has 
remarked At present, this area is well 
preserved within the Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, as undeveloped land left 
natural between a network of roads and 
installations "' So much for Vandenberg 
The position of the society will have to 
be established This reporter, personally 
would like to focus attention on the area 
west of the Botanic Garden which lies on 
the northernmost rim of Ken Adam 
Park, as a possible expansion of the gar­ 
den within the FCI 
At the moment, 
some portions of the area are within the 
garden and presently labeled “Warren’s 
Untouched” area 
The label was at­ 
tached by Baurenschmidt himself in 
practical tribute to Warren Arnold, the 
Cabrtllo science teacher, who, more than 
anyone else is responsible for the preser­ 
vation of the garden Arnold took an in­ 
terest in the garden in 1970, along with 
the Cabrillo Science Club and they are 
still working at it About a year and a 
half ago. this reporter became interested 
in the garden and particularly in the 
work being done by Arnold. The society 
is a direct result of this happy combina­ 
tion of forces 
This reporter would like to see an ex­ 
pansion of the garden — literally a ring 
drawn on the map to establish it in the 
public mind as a vital resource that must 
be protected — and a general awakening 
of concern for the importance of the 
project 
The area of the garden contains an in­ 
valuable collection of drought resistant 
plants and in a broader sense the garden 
is the stage for the genetic mix that must 
be preserved if humankind is to save 
itself from the slowly narrowing list of 
plant foodstuffs 
Authorities estimate 


that the bulk of the earth's inhabitants 
survive on only a handful of plant sub­ 
stances compared to the hundreds of 
foodstuffs that were once staple fare 
throughout the globe 


I don’t want to overstate the case for 
expanding the garden, but every word 
here is valid and I hope compelling. 


The area, this reporter would throw 
that “ring” around is largely in the FCI 
now. but there are other possibilities for 
an educational effort. According to the 
EIR on the Village development, one of 
the mitigation factors could be to 
“Provide homeowners whose lots in­ 
clude preserved specimens of native 
trees and shrubs with information about 
the proper care of these plants.” 


This reporter assumes key areas, in­ 
cluding some that contain portions of the 
Mesa are going to be developed with 
homes While we re at it, however, we 
could add some protection for en­ 
dangered plant and animal species in 
areas that are not prime for develop­ 
ment And beyond that idea, maybe a lit­ 
tle tradeoff of interests would benefit 
everyone immeasurably and before it's 
too late.
